Some Places of Interest in Calgary 

MEMORIAL PARK Twelfth Avenue and Second Street West. 

Beautiful gardens, flowers, hedges, trees, 
etc. Cenotaph, exceptionally fine Equestrian Monument — Public Library. 

ST. GEORGE'S ISLAND This forty-five-acre wooded park 

has two great attractions: 

THE ZOO Where animals and birds from the four corners of the earth 
are housed. Youngsters and grown-ups alike will thrill to the antics of 
the monkeys and baboons; the lions, polar bears and grizzly. Deer and 
elk, lynx, hyena and leopard, wolves, foxes and kangaroo all add interest.

DINOSAUR DISPLAY Where twenty life-size models of ancient life which 
roamed the earth sixty million years ago may be seen. One may see the 
life-size Thunder Lizard”, a monster 75 feet in length and weighing some 
40 tons. Other models of duck-bill dinosaurs and heavily-armoured types 
reveal a fascinating chapter of animal life as it existed in Alberta before 
this continent took its present shape 

BOWNESS PARK Where boating, swimming (with wading 

. , pool), dancing, etc., are provided, is 

located about eight miles west of the City. The kiddies can have a 
grand time on the merry-go-round and there is a fully-equipped play¬ 
ground for their amusement. The paved highway leading to the Park 
parallels the Bow River most of the way and it is a very pleasant motor

Visitors should, if possible, make a trip to Turner Valley, Leduc and Red- 
water and see the development going on there. The fields cover a large 
area and new wells are being drilled daily in different sections. Oil 
production exceeds 70,000 barrels daily and Calgary is the "Oil Capital 
of Canada”.

VISITORS FROM THE UNITED STATES 

COMING INTO A non-resident of Canada 

x . may enter his automobile 

? r in 1111 ? P ur P oses * n Canada by complying with the requirements of 
e tollowing summary of the regulations of the Department of Customs. 

TOURISTS OUTFITS — Persons visiting Canada for a limited period of 
ime, for health or pleasure, may bring with them such articles of tourists' 
outnts or sportsmen's equipment as they may require while in Canada 
or their own use and not for gain or hire, upon reporting same to the 
Customs Officer at the Canadian frontier port of entry. 

ADMISSION OF FIREARMS — A person who is not a British subject must 
have a weapon permit (Form 76B) to have a shotgun or rifle in his 
possession in Canada. Visiting sportsmen should apply immediately 
after entering Canada for such a permit, which is issued under the author¬ 
ity of the Attorney-General of the province in which the firearms are to be 
carried. The sportsman may make application in advance in order to 
avoid any possible delay. 

No permits will be granted for automatic firearms. 

DOGS Consult your veterinarian regarding the entry of dogs into 
Canada. Write to the Calgary Chamber of Commerce for complete infor¬ 
mation. 

TEMPORARY ADMISSION — FORTY-EIGHT HOURS — Automobiles may 
e entered at any Canadian port of Customs for touring purposes for a 
period not exceeding 48 hours, by the owner surrendering his State license 
card, which is handed back to him on his return journey. 

TEMPORARY ADMISSION — SIXTY DAYS — Automobiles may be entered 
at any Canadian port of Customs for touring purposes for a period of sixty 
days by filling in a prescribed form. 

EXTENSION OF SIXTY DAYS PERMIT — Should a tourist who has been 
granted a sixty-day permit desire an extension for a further period of six 
months from the time of original entry, he may, upon presentation of the 
permit before the expiry date of same, apply for such extension to any 
Collector or Sub-Collector of Customs and Excise, who may extend the 
permit for such further period, notifying the port of issuance. 

w22SS. T ' S PERMI T FOR A PERIOD IN EXCESS OF SIXTY DAYS BUT 
OT EXCEEDING SIX MONTHS — If, on reporting at the Customs frontier 
port of arrival, the non-resident owner of an automobile desires a tourist's 
permit for a period in excess of sixty days, but not exceeding six months, 
e Collector may admit the vehicle without formal entry and may issue a 
ounst s permit for the period designated by the tourist, such period, how¬ 
ever, not to exceed six months. 

PASSPORTS — Permanent residents of the United States entering Canada 
as tourists do not require passports. Decision regarding personal entry 
rests with the Examining Immigration Officer and as a general rule there 
is no difficulty or delay at the border. It is suggested, however, that the 
possession of identification papers will facilitate entry into Canada in 
case the examining officer should require documentary evidence to satisfy 
himself as to the bona-fides of the tourist. 

RETURNING TO THE UNITED STATES 

On their departure from Canada visitors from the United States may have 
° prove to the United States Immigration Officers that they have the right 
° dnutted to that country. Bona-fide American citizens should have 
no difficulty doing this.

THE CITY OF CALGARY has grown from a Mounted Police Fort, built in 1875, at the junction of the Bow and Elbow Rivers, 

into a modern city of 130 000 people. It is now one of Western Canada's leading cities, and is served 
by the Canadian Pacific and Canadian National transcontinental railways as well as by transcontinental Bus and Air facilities, with connections via Trans 
Canada Airlines, Canadian Pacific Airlines and Western Air Lines, and Greyhound Bus Lines to all major American cities. 

Calgary may be reached by road from Great Falls, Montana, to the International Boundary at Coutts, Carway and Chief Mountain; and from Spokane 
to the border at Kingsgate. The map shows main roads leading from Calgary to adjacent National Parks and to the Alaska Highway. 

Calgary, at 3,439 feet above sea level, is known as the Sunshine City, having more than 2,200 hours of bright sunshine yearly. Visitors to Banff, Lake 
Louise, Jasper or Waterton Lakes find Calgary a desirable place to make their headquarters, with its modem hotels, motor camps and good restaurants, 
where pleasant accommodation is provided at reasonable prices. 

Calgary is noted for its modern stores where substantial savings can be made in the purchase of Irish Linens, Diamonds, Fine China, Furs, Woollens, 
Blankets, etc. Visitors are allowed to take back with them from Canada goods to the value of $500.00 DUTY AND TAX FREE for each member in the 
party, provided the visit is for 12 days or more. This privilege may be exercised once every six months. Goods to the value of $200.00 may be taken out 
of Canada, DUTY AND TAX FREE, by every resident of the United States who remains in Canada for at least 48 hours. This privilege may be exercised 
once every 31 days. These privileges are subject to certain regulations and enquiry should be made at a Customs port of entry for complete information.
